Morrison on the TarKT. 


Colonel William Morrison, of Illinois,

Sparks' Annual Report. 


A Washington special to the New 


York Post says : Commissioner Sparks, 
of the General land Office, in his an- 
nual report will make some sweeping 
recommendations as to the land-grant 
roads. It is said he is of the opinion 
that all the laid-giant roads have re- 
ceived land ia excess of the amount 
earned. One road, the Land Office offi- 
cials maintain, has obtained 5,000,000 
aciea IB excess of its grants. Baits will 
probably be commenced against several 
roads to recover the amount due the 
Government.

TOBHADO WARNINGS PROMISED. 


A Washington dispatch says phe- 


nomenal tornadoes, to the 
scientific 


study of which Lieutenant John P. 
Finley, of the Signal Corps, has devoted 
about eight years, are now so well un- 
derstood as to warrant the belief that 
trustworthy warnings may soon be sent 
out to inhabitants of localities which 
may be threatened with disastrous vis- 
itations. Daily verifications are, in 
fact, being made at present, having 
been begun last year, continued during 
the tornado season, Had resumed re- 
cently upon the- return of Lieutenant 
Finley from ai> inspection tour in the 
West. The percentage of verification 
is already gratifying, though the pre- 
dictions are as yet largely experimental, 
and are embodied in the daily published 
bulletins of the Signal Office only when 
the conditions favorable to the creation 
or a tornado are very pronounced. In 
such cases " severe local storms" are 
noted as probable. To a reporter of the 
Associated Press Lieut. Finley recently 
described the known phenomenal torna- 
does and the ends toward which the 
present researches are directed. These 
storms have distinctly marked character- 
istics, and are by no means to be con- 
founded with hurricanes, 
blizzards, 


cyclones or northeasters. Their tracks 
are never more than a few hundred 
yards wide and their forces are gener- 
ally exhausted by the time they have 
traveled a pourse of 40 or 50 miles, 
though in this latter respect they are 
quite variable, some having been traced 
by their lines of devastation more than 
180 miles. Their rotary motion, -which 
is greatest towards the center, some- 
times reaches the enormous rate of 2,000 
mi lea an hour, while their forward 
movement—always from southwest to 
northeast—ordinarily does not exceed 
40 or 50 miles. They are usually unac- 
companied by electrical disturbances, 
and are believed to be uninfluenced by 
electrical conditions, though violent 
thunder storms sometimes follow them 
a few miles away. There is a distinct 
nnd curious relationship between a tor- 
nado and a general storm center, which 
is always apparent in the uniform rela- 
tive positions, a tornado always • occur- 
ring sontheastwardly from the center^of 
low barometerio pressure, and at a dis- 
tance of 1 to 600 miles. The shape of 
the general storm center, the direction 
in which its longest diameter lies, and 
the appearance of the uppei and lower 
cloud-center, are minor elements in the 
problem out of which the weather ex' 
perts hope to work a complete system 
of tornado warnings. The visit of a 
tornado is commonly between the hours 
of 2 and 6 o'clock m the afternoon. Its 
home is in the area which includes the 
whole of Iowa, all Missouri except the 
southeastern corner, and the northwest- 
ern corner of Arkansas, the northeast- 
ern part of Indian Territory, eastern 
Kansas, eastern Nebraska, 
southern 


Minnesota, southern Wisconsin 
and 


western Illinois. Here its season ex- 
tends from April to August, inclusive. 
It is a frequent visitor of two or three 
regions. One is along a strip of the 
Gulf and south Atlantic, which takes iu 
the central portion of Alabama, Georgia 
and South Carolina, with its termini in 
Mississippi and North Carolina, over 
which its devastations ara confined to 
the mouths of January, February and 
March. The other includes a portion 
of southern and central Ohio, a large 
part of Pennsylvania, a small area in 
Maryland, a strip across New York and* 
a corner each in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, where its seasons are only 
during the months of August and Sep- 
tember. 


Lieutenant Finley farther said that 


white a host of interesting scientific 
questions respecting the origin of tor- 
nadoes, the laws which govern them, 
and their relationship to other meteoro- 
logical phenomena, remain to be an- 
swered, the practical question as to 
when and where they are likely to ap- 
pear seam to be rapidly advancing to- 
wards a solution. The interests which 
are subject to disaster from tornadoes 
are alive to the importance of the work 
in progress. Intending purchasers of 
farmsjapply to the Signal Office for infor- 
mation respecting ,the liability of their 
selected locality to disaster. To ench 
are sent records of the past, as far as 
they Me known. Whenever Lieutenant 
Finley travels in pursuit of his studies, 
the farmers and villagers press for in- 


formation. To these he says that noth- 
ing raued by the hand of men above the 
surface of the earth can withstand the 
shock of a tornado. He advises them 
to seek their dugouts upon the appear- 
ance of portentious signs of disaster 
and there await the passage of the storm. 
For their property, he advises insurance 
so that the losses of an individual may 
be shared by his more fortunate neigh- 
bors. The insurance companies, which 
last year wrote $40,000,000 in tornado 
policies, are eagerly awaiting the com- 
pletion of a map now in process of mak- 
ing, which will, it ia expected, greatly 
narrow the so-called tornado regions, 
and perhaps show that large portions 
of them have never experienced a de- 
structive storm. Upon this map Lieu- 
tenant Fialey proposes to show, from 
the complete records of several years 
and data as far as obtained for many 
previous years, the average number of 
tornadoes for each locality per aunuui.
